Shows Decline 


Drop in January 
Is First in Year 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Living 
costs declined slightly in Ja n u a ry 
the first drop in 12 months. 
The B ureau of Labor Statistics 
reported

consum er 
price index dropped by a t e n d 
of one per cent because of lower 
prices 
for 
clothing, 
used 
cars, 
eggs, 
milk, 
fresh 
fruits 
and 
tomatoes.

from 
D ecem ber’s record level of 127.5. 
In the index, IOO represents a v e r­ 
age prices in 1947-49. 
Despite the drop from D ecem ­ 
ber, Ja n u a ry prices were 1.6 per 
cent higher than in Ja n u a ry 1960. 
The index rose in every month 
last y ear except August, when it 
held steady.

NEW YORK (A P )—The w orld’s 
rarest air mail stam p—the Black 
H onduras— was auctioned Monday 
for $24,500, a record price for an 
air mail. 
Raym ond Weill, a New Orleans 
dealer, bought the stam p at an 
auction here of a collection owned 
by T hom as A. Matthews of Spring­ 
field. Ohio. 
It 
is a Honduran ten centavo 
stam p printed in 1925 and ov er­ 
printed with “ Aero Correo 25” to 
convert it for airmail service. It 
is about an inch by th ree-q u ar­ 
ters of an inch and blue black. 
Only four of the stam ps were 
ever produced 
Two disappeared 
almost im m ediately in Honduras 
and the third dropned out of sight 
several y ears later.

Soviet Farm Failure Apparent

It was assumed that Prem ier Khrush­ 
chev’s need of saving face over the failure 
of ooiioof’vizcd agriculture to meet goals 
was tremendous. He had been calling for 
the ouster of “responsible" officials in all 
parts of his domain. Obviously his towering 
rage was not caused by trifles. 
Now the figures for 1960 production are 
officially released. Whether they reflect 
the true situation is only guesswork, inac­ 
curacies of Soviet statistics being what 
they are. But the comparison of production 
with goals is bad enough. 
Grain production was to be 155 million 
m etric tons but turned out to be only 131 
m i l l i o n tons. The projected meat out­ 
put of 10 6 million tons became only 8.7 


million. Milk production was 10.5 million 
tons below the hoped-for 72 million.

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U.S. Needs Dollar Help 


The organization of the Federal 
Reserve System was momentous in 
American economic history. The 
currency problem had bothered th* 
United States since the founding 
of the nation. There were times 
when there was no system at a l l - 
local banks were issuing currency 
and sometimes money became so 
tight that 125 percent was paid for 
call - money. From time lo time 
banks failed and the depositors lost 
all that was put into them. 
In 1906. when the country was 
moving toward a financial panic, 
Jacob H. Schiff, one of the most 
brilliant minds ever to come to 
Wall S t r e e t , warned that unless 
the currency of the country were 
reformed, a 
panic of major di­ 
mensions would ensue. The Panic 
of 1907 duly arrived and it was a 
dilly It started with the run on the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company in 
New’ York. When a run on a bank 
of good repute starts, anxiety ap­ 
pears throughout the country. This 
was a c u r r e n c y panic; 
the 
banks simply did not have enough 
money on hand to meet the de­ 
mands of their customers. It was 
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during this panic that J. P. Mor­ 
gan 
asserted 
his 
leadership 
in 
American finance; he. in effect, 
ordering the banks to obey his dic­ 
tum and p u 11 i a g the country 
through. 
From that 
moment on. it be­ 
came obvious that the currency of 
this country w-ould have to be sys­ 
tematized. In 
1913. the Federal 
Reserve 
System 
was organized, 
and all banks were, one might say, 
in a mutual self - protective asso­ 
ciation. However, the Federal Re­ 
serve System can only function to 
absolute advantage if the economy 
of the country is sound and its cur­ 
rency secure. 
The Federal Reserve Bank, in 
effect, amounts to a centralization 
of reserves. 
Over the 
regional 
Federal Reserve Banks is a Feder­ 
al Reserve Board. E v e r y nation­ 
al bank must, and state trust com­ 
panies may contribute to the cap­ 
ital of the Federal Reserve Bank 
in its district. The Federal Re­ 
serve System is not a central bank 
in the E u r o p e a n sense, but it 
serves to 
mobilize 
and 
control 
credit and it can put a brake upon 
a political treasury which might 
stimulate inflation. 
Since its organization in 1913, 
this country has gone through two 
major wars. a depression in depth, 
a continuing military and econom­ 
ically expensive operation called 
the Cold War. a faulty gold policy 
since 1933 — and its currency has 
thus far survived every attack al­ 
though at this moment, as in the 
period between 1929-1934, it is in 
serious peril.

Birthday to 


State of Ohio 


C O L U M B U S . Ohio (AP) - 
W ednesday, you can sing “ Happy 
Birthday” to the state of Ohio. 
The Buckeye state will be 158 
years old. 
That's based on the fact that 
the first Legislature met and or­ 
ganized on M arch I, 1803. And 
when 
form er 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower signed a congressional act 
on Aug. 7, 1953, officially adm it­ 
ting Ohio to the union, he made 
it retroactive to M arch I, 18°3 
Of course — as usually is the 
case—there are some who think 
differently. 
For instance, these dates have 
been suggested: 
April 30, 1802 — that's the day 
Congress passed an enabling act 
which perm itted the territory which 
is now* the state to draw up a 
constitution and set up a govern- 
men. 
Nov. 29, 1802—This was the day 
that constitution was signed. 
Feb. 19, 1803—Congress passed 
another law on this date, provid­ 
ing for “the due execution of the 
laws of the United States within 
the state of Ohio.” 
March 3, 1803—Congress again, 
with an act assenting to changes 
suggested by the Ohio Constitu­ 
tional Convention regarding lands 
for school purposes. As far as 
Gov. Salmon P. Chase (1856 1860) 
was concerned, this fixed the date 
of federal recognition. 
As for President Eisenhower’s 
action back in 1953, he was merely 
doing what the Seventh Congress 
should have done a century and 
a half ago. The Ohio Historical 
Society says those early congress­ 
men either forgot or just got m ix­ 
ed up on how to bring Ohio into 
the union.
